New Delhi , the 25 th July 1972 

S.O, 2107,— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 8D of the Wakf Act, 1954 
(29 of 1954), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules to amend the Central Wakf Council 
Rules, 1965, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Wakf 
Council (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(2) They' shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Central Wakf Council Rules, 1965(herein- 
after referred to as the said rules), in rule 8, after sub- 
rule (2), the following aub-ruls shall be inserted, name- 
ly 

“(3) The Chairman may, at his discretion, grant 
travelling allowance and daily allowance to 
any special invite© to any meeting of the 
Council or its Committee or Sub -Committee 
at the rate admissible to a member, 1 '' 

3. In rule 9 of the gaid rules, after sub-rule (2), the 
following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“(3) (a) A member, , resident at a place here the 
meeting of the Council is held, will not be 
entitled to travelling allowance and daily 
allowance for attending the meeting of the 
Council, but only to actual cost of conveyance 
hired subject to a maximum of ten rupees per 
day, 

(b) The controlling officer shall verify the claim 
and satisfy himself that the actual expenditure 
was not less than the amount claimed. Where 
the controlling officer is not satisfied with the 
details, he may, at his discretion, limit the 
cost of conveyance hired to road milage, 

(c) If the member uses his own car, h P will be 
granted milage allowance at the rates admis- 
sible to an official of the first grade subject to 
a maximum of ten rupees per day.” 

4 . In rule 11 of the said rules, after sub-rule (2), the 
following sub-rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(2A) The appointing authority of the employees 
of the Council shall be the disciplinary autho- 
rity and shall be competent to impose all kinds 
of punishments including dismissal. 

(2B) In cases of disciplinary proceedings against 
the employees of the Council, where the dis- 
ciplinary authority is th© Chairman, the Coun- 
cil shall be the appellate authority and where 
the disciplinary authority is the Secretary, the 
Chairman shall b e the appellate authority. 

(20 The Secretary shall be competent to make 
appointment in regard to th e post of Lower 
Division Clerk and he shall also be the autho- 
rity competent to order removal of. or impose 
punishment on a person holding such post,” 

5. After rule 12 of the said rules, the following rule 
•hall be inserted, namely:— 

*12A, Sanction of expenditure by Chairman and 
Secretary. — (1) Subject to the provisions of 
the budget, — 


(a) th© Chairman shall sanction a recurring 
expenditure upfo one thousand rupees, and 
a non-recurring expenditure of two thousand 
rupees, on each item per annum. 


(b) the Secretary shall sanction a recurring ex- 
penditure upto hundred and fifty rupees, 
and a non-recrurring expenditure up to 
five hundred rupees, on each item per annum, 

(2) The Secretary or in his absence the Adminis- 
trative Officer, if any, shall draw cheques for 
th e sanctioned expenditure. The Administra- 
tive Officer shall supervise the maintenance of 
all the account registers to be maintained In 
the Council Office and shall certify the entries 
made therein.” 


6. Alter rule 13 of th© said rules, the following rules 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

*T4, Powers of Secretary as respects staff , — The 
Secretary shall, in respect of all th© staff of 
the Council under his control and supervision, 
have the power to sanction, — 

(a) increment; 

(b) leave (except earned leave in th e case of Ad- 
ministrative Officer); 


(c) allowances and advances as admissible; 

(d) expenditure up to on e hundred rupees! for 
repairs of furniture, typewriter, bicycle, 
clock, water coolers, electric heater, which 
Or on the stock register of the Council Office 
and an expenditure upt 0 twenty-five rupees 
if any of the aforesaid articles needs servic- 
ing; 

(e) expenditure up to two hundred rupees for 
arranging, with the approval of the Chair- 
man, entertainment such a s dinner, lunch or 
at-home for members and special invitees of 
the Council or its Committee of Sub-Com- 
mittee. 

15. Additional qualifications for appointment to 
posts in Council , — In addition to the qualifica- 
tions required of a person under the rules for 
the time being in force in the Central Govern- 
ment for appointment to the posts sanctioned 
for th e Council, a candidate shall have a 
working knowledge of Urdu and shall be able 
to read Persian and Arabic. In the case of 
persons to be appointed to the lower division 
or upper division grade, a knowledge of typ- 
ing in Urdu shall be necessary. 

10. Exemption from recruitment through Employ- 
ment Exchange . — Where persons having the 
requisite qualifications are not available 
through Employment Exchange for appoint- 
ment to the posts of staff of the Council, then 
direct recruitment to the staff of the Council 
may be made from outside.”.
